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Professors call for the elimination of tuition fees 



The organization 
representing Ontario's 12,000 
professors has passed a policy 
calling upon the Province of 
Ontario to eliminate tuition 
fees for university sudents. 

The policy statement 
passed by the Ontario 
Confederation of University 
Faculty Associations 
(OCUFA) says that the 
Government ought to take 
immediate steps to decrease 
the level of tuition fees and 
outline a timetable for 
eliminating them altogether. 

The OCUFA policy 
statement notes that the 
Province has an international 
obligation to do away with 
tuition fees. It says that 
Ontario is bound by a United 
Nations document which 
Canada acceded to in May of 
1976 which states that "higher 
education shall be made 
equally accessible to all, on 
the basis of capacity, by every 
appropriate means, and in 
particular by the progressive 
introduction of free 
education." 

In addition the policy 
statement says that lowering 
and ultimately elimination fees 
will have the effect of 
attracting people from 
disadvantaged and lower 
socioeconomic groups, while 
the raising of fees would act 
as a barrier to these groups. 

The policy statement 
was prompted by the 
increasing public attention 
given to the issue of fees, in 
particular a proposed plan by 
one of Ontario's universities 
to raise tuition fees. 

In the spring of 1989, 
a Queen's University Vice- 



President suggested annual 
increases of $125 in tuition 
fees over five years for 
students entering first-year 
University. 

A committee of 
OCUFA was struck at the 
June 1989 board of Directors 
meeting to study the issue of 
fees and come up with 
recommendations. The policy 
to gradually do away with 
fees was passed by the 
OCUFA Board of Directors in 
September 14, 1990. 

The policy statement 
also calls upon the 
Government to: 

- immediately end 
differential fees for 
international students; and to 
place the reduction of fees for 
international students on the 
same timetable as those for 
domestic students. 

- implement forthwith 
improvements in the Ontario 
Student Aid System, 
including: 

a) a reexamination of 
the currently expected levels 
of parental contribution with a 
view to downward 
readjustment to levels more 
realistically in keeping with 
the financial abilities of 
families, especially those in 
the lower to middle income 
range; 

b) supplemental aid to 
increase the participation rates 
of groups underrepresented in 
universities; 

c) an increase in the 
persnal living-expense portion 
of student aid to match the 
cost-of-living, taking regional 
differences into account; and 
to maintain those expenses at 
regional cost-of-living rates 
over time; 



d) a more flexible 
interpretation of the 
dependent/independent 
studnet categories so that aid 
can be awarded on the basis 
of the real needs of the 
individual; 

e) elimination of the 
eight period (four year) grant 
eligibility limit in order to 
assist graduate and 
professional students, as well 
as students transferring 
between colleges and 
universities; 

f) Provision of 
financial aid to intematinoal 
students from less affluent 
nations.

Every day it seems 
that the world is moving 
closer and closer to war in the 
middle east. The multinational 
force in the gulf area now 
encompases 19 countries, 
including a number of Arab 
countries. This force also 
happens to include Canada. 
There are a number of people 
who are questioning whether 
or not Canada should be in 
that area to begin with. It is a 
legitimate question that has 
sparked considerable debate. 
What buisness does a country 
like Canada have in that 
reagion anyway? The answer 
starts with another question; 
What if Canada was in 
Kuwaits place? 

There are plenty of 
examples of the Americans 
waving their big sticks around 
to protect their selfish 
interests. Opponents of 
American foreign policy will 
always have ample 
opportunity to criticize 
American intervention where 
it is neither neded nor wanted, 
but this is not one of those 
times. Kuwait was the victim 
of an unprovoked and vicious 
attack by the Iraqis. Iraq was 
attempting to find a way to 
pay off the massive debt that 
they incurred from 10 years of 
war with their neighbor Iran. 
They decided to brutally attack 
a weak neighbor so as to grab 
control of their rich natural 
resources. The plan backfired 
though. Instead of being able 
to use those resources for 
their own benefit, they are 
now the target of a world 
backlash against their naked 
and brutal aggression. Iraq is 
now being strangled 
financially because of a world 
boycott on goods goin in and 
oil comin out. It is only a 
matter of time before the

the Americans are putting 
troops on the soil of Iraqs 
neighbors in order to deter 
any further Iraqi aggression 
and to maintain the 
effectiveness of the boycott. It 
would be irresponsible for the 
west to isolate Iraq in this 
way, while abondoning the 
surrounding Arab nations to 
fend for themselves. That 
would just be a recipe for 
continued Iraqi aggression. 

It is clear that 

something must be done to 

halt the aggression of Iraq. 

The blame for this crisis can 

be laid squarely on the 

shoulders of Iraqs president, 

Suddam Hussain. This is 

clearly not a case of American 

gunboat diplomacy but one of 

putting a stop to the kind of 

aggression that was displayed 

by Adolf Hitler during the late 

thirties, which eventualy lead 

to the outbreak of the second 

world war. Canada went to 

war 50 years ago because 

Hitler and his armies had to be 

stopped. One nation, world 

dominance is a disatrous and 

unacceptable situation, 

especially the kind of 

dictatorship that Hiter 

controlled, or for that matter, 

Hussain. It can be argued that 

if the nations of the world had 

stood up to Hitler in 1936 

when he started his acts of 

aggression then perhaps the 

second world war could have 

been prevented. Instead the 

world adopted a policy of 

appeasement and alowed 

Hitler to become more and 

more powerful until he could 

no longer be ignored. That is 

what the world is trying to do 

in this situation in the middle 

east. We must stand up to 



later. For that reason Canada 
should be involved. 

A large portion of the 
world's oil supply comes 
form the middle east. If one 
country were to control all of 
that oil it would amount to one 
nation, world economic 
dominace. Whether we like it 
or not our western economies 
are dependant on oil. If we 
were made hostage to one 
country for our supply of oil, 
it would destroy our present 
way of life. If Canada is to 
remain a responsible member 
of the world community then 
we must do our pan. There 
are not many people in 
Canada who would actually 
want to go to war; least of all 
Canada's soldiers, sailors and 
airmen. Most of us feel 
however that it is better to 
fight a small war now, than a 
world war later.

Just the other day, I 
was out and about in the 
neighbourhood threatenin' 
the kids, when I noticed an 
advertisement for Sudbury's 
International film festival:

prompted Cam to talk about 
the importance of 
international film to 
Sudbury. 

• He opened up my 
uneducated mind to the fast- 
paced world of international 
film. Cam informed me that 
it wasn't as simple as 
getting the film's distributor 
on the horn and asking for a 
print of the film to be 
delivered. Mosf of these 
films are requested for film 
festivals all over the world 
and some of them have only 
one print available for 
distribution. Competition is 
fierce and it is a testimony to 
Sudbury when we receive 
one of these films. 
"Rosencrantz & 

Guildenstern Are Dead" and 
"Interrogation" are two such 
films. Vancouver's 

Filmfest, bid for 
"Interrogation", and lost it 
to us. The first appearance 
of "Rosencrantz & 
Guildenstern Are Dead" was 
in Venice, followed by a 
showing in Toronto's 
Festival of Festivals, and 
Sudbury is proud to host 
it's third world showing. 

Cam tells me that the 
goal of Cinefest is to bring 
significant and international 
films to Sudbury. A 
laudable goal and Cinefest is 
succeeding at attaining this 
goal very well. 13 countries
